2 How Arvey Sees It. 

Jacob M. Arvey, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman from IIli- 
nois and perhaps Stevenson's 
closest political associate, ex- 
presses it this way: 

“No patriotic American refuses 
the presidential nomination when 
it is offered to him by his party.” 

Arvey says, with apparent can- 

dor, that Stevenson has repeated- 
ly told him that he still wants to 
run for the governorship, that he 
does not want the presidential 
nomination and that he will not 
authorize any presidential move- 
ment in his behalf. 
* Nevertheless, Arvey says he 
thinks Stevenson, like any other 
patriotic American will respond 
to a draft, provided it comes with- 
eut any organized prompting. 
Meanwhile, Arvey’s hands are 
tied. He can’t do what he would 
like to do for Stevenson. 

Wants to Be ‘Free Agent.’ 

Another Lllinoisan who talked 
with Stevenson at length within 
the last five days, came away 
with the impression that Steven- 
son would accept the nomination 
if it were offered him without any 
strings attached, such as Truman 
support, a compromise with south- 
ern and the northern blocs or ob- 
ligation to his friend Arvey. 

This man said Stevenson want- 
ed to be a “free agent” if he took 
the nomination.

DEADLY CYANIDE 
SOLUTION POISONS 
THE WABASH RIVER 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 18 (AP) 
—Three thousand gallons of dead- 
ly cyanide solution was accident- 
ally dumped into the Wabash 
river at Lafayette yesterday, and 
three state agencies are busy 
warning against swimming in the 
river, eating fis& taken from it 
or drinking from wells nearby. 

A patrol was set up along the 
river as authorities tried to fol- 
low the progress of the poison 
downstream. 

The cyanide killed fish by the 
thousands south of Lafayette. The 
fish slaughter was expected to 
end by the time the cyanide 
reached Montezuma some time to- 
day and gradually became diluted. 

The Indiana Health Board is- 
sued warnings. The Conservation 
Department said the solution was 
dumped into a sewer accidentally 
at the Peerless Wire Goods Co. 
plant in Lafayette. 

The Stream Pollution Board 
also joined the other agencies in 
the investigation. 

Terre Haute is the only city 
which gets its water supply from 
the river. The polluted water is 
expected to reach Terre Haute 
some time Saturday. By then it 
should no longer be harmful. 


ICC LETS PULLMAN 
BOOST MINIMUM 
RATES 23 PER CENT 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The Pullman company received 
permission today to increase its 
minimum charge for sleeping car 
en by about 23 per 
cent. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission said the company could 
put the increase into effect July 


The new schedule of rates will 
establish a minimum charge of 
$5 for a lower berth in a stand- 
ard pullman car. The present 
minimum is $4.05 for that type of 
accommodation. 

Since all sleeping-car charges 
are tied to the basic lower-berth

portionate advance. Thus, the 
minimum charge for a lower 
berth in a tourist sleeping car 
will advance from $3.20 to $3.95.

General Tries Hour and 
Half, Says ‘I Never 
Saw This Creek Give 
Such Poor Fishing.’ 


FRASER, Colo., July 18 (AP) 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower today 
eased into his first vacation since 
coming home from his European 
defense duties about one and 
one-half months ago. 

Eisenhower and a Denver busi- 
ness man friend, Aksel Nielsen, 
plan to get in plenty of fishing 
and, as the general puts it,“do 
nothing—in a big way.” ° 

Nielsen’s secluded ranch, com- 
plete with all modern conveni- 
ences, is their hideaway for the 
next week, 

The general made the 72-mile 
drive yesterday. Mrs. Eisenhower 
remained in Denver with her 
mother, Mrs. John Doud. 

Eisenhower and Nielsen fished 
for an hour and one-half yester- 
day along the St. Louis creek 
near here. Each landed one trout. 
Each fish was about seven inches 
long. 

“I never saw this creek give 
such poor fishing,” Eisenhower 
told newspaper men. “The St. 
Louis creek did us dirt.” 

The general seemed genuinely 
happy, however. He could look 
forward to cool nights—tempera- 
tures often drop below freezing 
in this mountain-locked town— 
and leisurely, undisturbed angl- 
ing. 

He will not be completely cut 
off from the world, The moun- 
tain ranch has radios, on which 
he will listen to the Democratic 
national convention next week if 
he wishes. 

On the way to the Nielsen 
ranch the general caused much 
commotion in this little mountain 
village of 250 persons by stopping 
at the general store. 

In shirt sleeves and wearing a 
gray western-style sombrero, 
Eisenhower roamed around the 
little shop, laying in provisions 
for the week he plans to spend 
at the ranch. He and Nielsen 
intend to do their own cooking. 

A five-car detachment of news- 
paper men accompanied Eisen- 
hower to the Nielsen ranch, but 
because of the lack of living ac- 
commodations for so many, they 
returned to Denver last night. 
They have arranged, however, to 
get daily news of the general. 

Eisenhower's political staff-re- 
mained in Denver, keeping his 
campaign rolling.

First and most important is that 
the Department of Justice has 
been instructed to get ready to 
file in the courts an application 
to seize a part of the industry 
under authority of the Selective 
Service Act. 

Second is that the Office of 
Price Stabilization has withdrawn 
an offer of $5.65 a ton increase in 
steel ingot prices made subject to 
settlement of the strike. The price 
increase now available to the in- 
dustry is only that allowed by the 
Capehart amendment to the De- 
fense Production Act—a little less 
than $3 a ton. 

The industry had initially said 
it would require $12 a ton to 
compensate for the increases in 
wages and fringe benefits recom- 
— by the Wage Stabilization 


$2.84 Is Limit, Arnall Says. 

Price Stabilizer Ellis Arnall 
said the Government would allow 
steel companies a price boost of 
$2.84 a ton and no more. He said 
that if any other offer of a bigger 
increase had been made, it is now 
withdrawn. But Arnall did not 
concede that any offers of more 
than $2.84 had been made. 

Arnall’s statement was at a 
press conference at which he an- 
nounced he was sending a letter 
to the Weirton Steel Co., reject- 
ing that company’s plea for a 
boost of $5.50 from the current 
price of about $110. 

The new moves of the Truman 
administration followed a high 
level conference at the White 
House yesterday at which John 
R. Steelman, acting director of 
the National Security Resources 
Board; presided. 

Under terms of the Selective 
Service Act the Government can 
seize only steel mills which have 
direct contracts with Government 
procurement agencies for war 
materiel. 

Attorney General James P. Mee 
Granery, under whose jurisdic- 
tion would fall moves for this 
type of seizure, told the Post-Dis- 
patch he regarded the President’s 
instructions as an illustration of 
how keenly Truman was aware of 
the “desperate situation” in the 
steel industry, 

Instructions he had received, 
McGranery said, were to explore 
every possibility to get steel mills 
back into production. From other 
sources in the Justice Department 
it was learned that McGranery 
has grave doubts that seizure un- 
der the Selective Service Act, bé 
cause of the cumbersome court 
procedure required wold produce 
the amount and types of steel 
needed for defense. 

Truman Standing Pat. 

It was learned also that Tri- 
man is standing by his determina- 
tion not to invoke the Taft-Hart- 
ley 80-day injunction provisions 
for national emergency strikes, 
in the belief that its use would 
not send the steelworkers back 
to work, and that they have al- 
ready “cooled off” for far more 
than the 80 days Taft-Hartley pro~- 
vides.

Tuck, former Governor of Vir- 
ginia, who pointedly omitied 
reading a complimentary re- 
mark about Russell that ap- 
peared in his prepared manu- 
script. 

The Virginians at the conven- 
tion went on—for the time being, 
at least—to turn their back on 
Russell and agreed to abide by 
the unit rule when the delega- 
tion decides finally on the can- 
didate it intends to back for the 
presidential nomination. 

In spite of the sudden turn of 
events here yesterday, the Geor- 
gia Senator may still get Vir- 
ginia’s support for the nomina- 
tion, although the way was left 
open for a bolt of the party if 
platform and candidate are un- 
acceptable. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd, chief of 
Virginia’s Democratic political or- 
ganization who differed sharply 
with Russell’s position that the 
Taft-Hartley law needed a com- 
plete overhauling, said:

Certainly if they bolted over 
the choice of a nominee who was 
not to their liking, or tried a 
third-party move after a losing 
convention battle over civil 
rights, Russell would not be with 
them. 

Russell said emphatically his 
party loyalty “is above reproach.” 
And he broke further with his 
southern colleagues by making it 
clear he would support President 
Truman, if Truman should run. 
The President has said he would 
not be a candidate under any cir- 
cumstances. 

“I know of no reason why I 
‘ couldn’t support President Tru- 
man for re-election—I supported 
him in 1948,” Russell declared. 

Would ‘Supplant’ Taft Act. 

Pressed as to his specific criti- 
cism of the Taft-Hartley Act, Rus- 
sell said he only intended to “sup- 
plant” and not “repeal” the law. 

Reporters asked what changes 
he proposed to make in it. 

“I have four or five changes in 
mind but I am not going to try 
to rewrite the bill here,” Russell 
replied. 

Russell said his views on Taft- 
Hartley were not new. He said 
he voted in 1949 to revise the 
measure, In response to another 
question he said he could not re- 
call the date when he decided the 
whole law should be replaced, but 
that it probably was a year or two 
ago. 

His Taft-Hartley revision pro- 
posal was called by Russell’s aids 
an attempt to break through into 
the northern states. One of these 
aids disclosed that the statement 
was made after a recent confer- 
ence between Russell and Presi- 
dent John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers. 

But if Russell made any impor- 
tant headway with organized 
labor it was not immediately ap- 
parent. 

CIO President Philip Murray, 
who is a delegate, arrived today. 

There were reports that the 
CIO and the AFL might get to- 
gether to back a single candidate 
—possibly Kefauver or Harriman. 

Russell arranged to meet with 
Murray at a time to be decided 
later. 

About 100 members and offi- 
cers of CIO unions are on the 
cofvention oil, divided about 
evenly between delegates and al- 
ternates. 

The hope in the Russell camp 


was that Dixie anger over this 
new turn toward some Truman 


policies would cool as northern 
support for the Georgian built up. 

Although Russell claims he will 
have 300 delegates on the first 
ballot and will go in from there 
to win, there is no evidence that 
he or any other candidate now in 
the running is within whistling 
distance of the nomination. 

Kefauver, a long-time foe of the 
Taft-Hartley act and an advocate 
of moves to cut off Senate debate 
on civil rights measures, repeated 
his claims of victory. 

Kefauver said he might lose 
some support in the South by his 
stand but that he favors an anti- 
filibuster proposal advanced by 
Senator Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York. Under it two-thirds 
of ‘those voting could end debate 
on a bill during the first 20 days 
it was considered and a majority 
could stop talk after that. 

The present Senate rule re- 
quires 64 “yes” votes to end de- 
bate and Russell told a press con- 
ference he is opposed to any 
change in it. 

Bribe Attempt Charged. 
One of Kefauver’s backers in 
Wyoming charged last night that 
an attempt had been made to 
bribe one of that state’s delegates. 
Frank Bowron, Casper attorney, 
said one of Kerr’s backers had 
offered to pay the travel and con- 
vention expenses of a delegate. 
He named neither man in the al- 
leged maneuver. 

Kerr denied today that he has 
offered to pay the expenses of 
any delegates to the convention. 
He said he was footing the bill 
only for his own and his family’s 
expenses. ' 
Harriman, running as an all-out 
exponent of the “Fair Deal,” 
made no predictions on ballot 
strength except to say: “The 
cause I represent will have in- 
creasing support.”

ASSAULT ON HL 
IN HEAVY RAIN 


U.N. Defenders Hold ‘Old 
Baldy’ Against Tanks 
and Infantry, Report 
Killing 100 Reds. 


SEOUL, July 18 (AP)—A tank- 
supported Communist battalion 
attacked through drenching rains 


today in a fruitless effort to push 
Allied soldiers off battle-scarred 
“Old Baldy” hill on the Korean 
western front. 

About 700 Communist troops 
hit the strategic slope west of 
Chorwon after a deafening pre- 
paratory barrage from Red mor- 
tars and field guns. The Eighth 
Army said United Nations defend- 
ers killed an estimated 100 Chi- 
mese attackers and wounded 150. 

Allied reinforcements scram- 
bled up the slippery hill shortly 
after the battle began. 

U. N. Tanks Answer Fire. 

Communist guns opened up on 
|“Old Baldy” last night and 50 
minutes later Red troops assaulted 
the height. Then high velocity fire 
from Communist tank guns raked 
the hill, 

U. N. tanks answered and at 
least one o fthe Red armored ve- 
hicles was set afire. 

The Red tanks pulled out of 
the fight shortly after midnight 
and the infantry assault was 
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—sizes 16!/, to 24!/, 
and 46 to 52 
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blunted by 1:45 a.m. Sporadic fir- 
ing continued, however, and the 
Communists did not give up the 
assault until 3:45 a.m. 

The U.N. seized the hill five 
weeks ago. 

The fighting was the most in- 
tense in more than a week of 
routine action across the front. 

Most Planes Grounded. 

Cloudy weather grounded most 
Allied planes today. Fifth Air 
Force planes made a few strikes 
before noon on Red western front 
positions and hit one rear area 
supply dump on the central front 
but clouds prevented observation 
of results. 

Action on the central front yes- 
terday increased sharply, with 
more than 25 patrol clashes re- 
ported from the Hantan river east 
to Kumsong. 
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AIR-CONDITIONED 


The Peiping radio said Chinese 
Communist troops beat off a 
South Korean raiding party which 
tried to land on Korea’s west 
coast July 13. The broadcast re- 
ported 200 troops made the at- 
tempt under cover of air and 
naval bombardments, but were 
thrown back with 50 casualties. 

Another Chinese Communist 
broadcast charged that China's 
borders had been violated by 
United States Air Force planes 
489 times in five days this week. 
The broadcast said the planes 
earried out “strafing and recon- 
naissance.”

Liberty party, after balking at 
first, has announced its support of 
Representative Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jr. for re-election to Con- 
gress.

A claque of about 30, wearing 
badges asking “Who the hell is 
Holdridge?” clapped, cheered and 
shouted encouragement to Hold- 
ridge and defiance of the sub- 
committee.

Maverick’s View of Generals. 


Maverick, who spoke first in 
the Texas case, said he had great 
respect for all generals and that 
he would suggest all generals vote 
Republican in the election next 
November and all those below the 
rank of general vote Democratic.

450,000 RARE 1920 
STAMPS MISSING IN

Nationalists Quit Olympic Games 
When Red Chinese Are Admitted 


Decision to Allow Both Teams to Compete 
Backfires — Serious Charges Made 
Against Communists in Debate. 


HELSINKI, July 18 (UP)—Na- 
tionalist China pulled out of the 
1952 Olympic games yesterday 
after the International Olympic 
Committee decided both the Red 
and Nationalist teams could com- 

ete. 

The I.0.C. thought it- had solved 
sport’s cold war with the wisdom 
of Solomon when it voted to open 
its doors to rival Chinese factions. 
As a matter of fact, Olympic 
Chancellor Otto Mayer was an- 
nouncing the “settlement” of the 
dispute in one room while Chi- 
nese Nationalist Gunsun Ho was 
angrily withdrawing from the 
games in another. 

Some observers thought the 
Nationalists handed the Reds a 
propaganda victory, but Gunsun 
fiercely accused the I.0.C. of 
“breaking the ‘tradition of the 
Olympic games,” and pulled out. 

He hastily added, however, that 
Nationalist China will remain 
within the Olympic organization 
even though it is withdrawing 
from the 1952 games.

The games begin tomorrow 
and West Germany will take part.

“We are convinced of the jus- 
tice of our position,” he said, “we 
shall defend the action with every 
means at our disposal.” 

Display Discrimination Charged. 

The suit charged also that 
Union News discriminated in its 
display and ye of magazines to 
favor those clusively distrib- 
uted by American News. 

The Government asked that 
American divest itself of its stock 
and othér interests in Union News 
and demanded an injunction re- 
quiring Union News to make its 
newsstands available “without dis- 
crimination for the display and 
sale of magazines distributed by 
others than American.” 

Union News maintains about 


- 1200 stands in 32 states, includ- 


ing Missouri, and the District of 
Columbia, the Government said, 
and had a gross magazine sales 
volume of $7,500,000 in 1950. 

American News, the suit said, 
ships magazines to more. than 
95,000 newsstands throughout the 
nation. 

There are 110,00 retail maga- 
zine outlets in the country, the 
Government said, and American 
News sells more than half the 
magazines distributed to these 
stands, both in total number and 
dollar value. 


POLICE PARTNER 
OF BOOKIE FOUND 
GUILTY OF PERJURY

NEW YORK, ‘July 18 —James 
E. Reardon, former police part- 
ner of bookie Harry Gross, was 
found guilty yesterday of first 
degree perjury in his testimony 
before the Brooklyn rackets grand 
jury, which has been investigat- 
ing gambling for the last two and 
a half years. He faces a sen- 
tence of up to five years in jail 
and a $5000 fine. No date was 
set for sentence. 

The 34-year-old former plain-

Road Bridge Alteration Act. 

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
President Truman has signed a 
bill under which the Government 
will share the cost of altering 
highway bridges to meet naviga- 
tion requirements. A 1940 act 
provides that the Government pay 
part of the cost of altering rail- 
way bridges, but makes no provi- 
sion regarding highway bridges. 
A committee report said railroads 
and highways should receive 
equal treatment in meeting costs 
of such changes.

“American agency” having been 
able to secure knowledge of the 
contents of his notebook. 

Duclos asked: “Did this Amer- 
ican agency use means of cor- 
ruption in order to procure the 
notebook?

Before Duclos took action the 
French Communist newspaper 
Humanite had protested against 
disclosure of the notebook con- 
tents although not questioning 
the authenticity.

He is still the candidate of the 
eastern internationalists — which 
is not to say the puppet—who, 
saw in him their chance to beat 
Senator Taft. They picked him, 
gave him money and astute direc- 
tion. Their judgment of the times 
they liye in proved sound. 


This ruled out another eastern 
internationalist on the ticket, one 
of whom, at least, Senator Sal- 
tonstall, far outdistances the Sen- 
ate freshman, Nixon, in the af- 
fection and esteem of his col- 
leagues. It also disposed of the 
only avid pursuer of the vice 
presidency, Driscoll of New Jer- 
sey. 

Nixon is a sharp and attractive 
campaigner with experience of 
the issues in the House and Sen- 
ate. It is a brief experience, and 
he attempted no leadership; his 
name is on no legislation except 
a subversives bill. However, he 
recognized that a man’s record in 
Congress stays’ with him. He 
built one that he can take to the 
country. It is that of a moderate 
internationalist. 


He therefore will be invaluable 
in Eisenhower’s most thorny task 
—the problem of electing a Re- 
publican congress, especially the 


tion of the Senate, one-third up 
this fall, will make it hard, under 
the best of circumstances, for 
Republicans to gain control.

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Truman's Choice for Nomination 
Probably Harriman or Barkley 


Kefauver, Kerr, Russell Believed Unlikely 
to Get President’s Nod — Harriman 
Liked Best, but He Might Split Party.

WASHINGTON. 


N the next great drama at Chicago, the most important actor will 
remain here in Washington until the grand climax. By an authori- 
tative estimate, Harry S. Truman can swing at least 400 Democratic 
delegate votes to any candidate the convention likes and can give at 
least 200 delegate votes to a candidate the convention does not like. 


Such, at any rate, is said to be 
the President’s measurement of 
his own power in his party. 

All those close to Truman agree 
that the President is dead-set 
against being drafted himself. 
They also picture him, at this 


decisive moment, as being in the 
mood of a cheerful traveler hap- 
pily surveying a Swedish smorgas- 
bord table. 


It is quite possible that the 
President has already made his 
choice among the variety of 
Democratic candidates who con- 
stitute the smorgasbord, but if 
so, he has only whispered it to 
one or two confidential agents. 

Method of Elimination. 

In any case, one can venture a 
highly informed guess as to where 
the choice may fall and where 
it will not fall. Proceeding by 
the method of elimination, the 
candidates who are highly unlike- 
ly to get the presidential nod are 
the following: 

Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee. Truman’s low opinion of 
Kefauver is unchanged although 
those close to the White House 
say the President will not inter- 
pose a veto if the convention goes 
Kefauver’s way. 

Senator Robert Kerr of Okla- 
homa. Kerr is a Truman crony, 
and is supported by other Tru- 
man cronies, but his associations 
are too oily, and Truman thinks 
he has no national standing. 

Senator Richard B. Russell of 
Georgia. Truman likes and re- 
spects Russell, and is grateful for 
his co-operation in the effort to 
work out an agreed civil rights 
plank, but he feels Russell can- 
not carry the big northern states. 

Harriman or Barkley. 

Among the serious, active can- 
didates, therefore, the President’s 
choice may be considered as lying 
between Averell Harriman and 
Vice President Alben Barkley. 
Each of these has his own special 
attractions and drawbacks. 

Harriman is a 100 per cent Fair 
Dealer, who would fight it out 
with Gen. Eisenhower on domestic 
issues in the hammer-and-tongs 


manner Truman admires. Harri- 
man’s candidacy was strongly en- 
couraged by the White House. It 
did not begin as a serious can- 
didacy, but Harriman has made 
it into a serious candidacy by his 
te sheer guts and determina- 
tion. 


The objection to Harriman is 
that his nomination would commit 
the Democratic party to an ex- 
treme and radical strategy. Ini- 
tially, the President favored such 
a strategy against Eisenhower. 
The South was to be cast to: the 
winds. A strong, aggressive fight 
on home issues was to win the 
northern states. But the recent 
performance of Eisenhower and 
the Republicans in general has 
made this strategy less attractive. 
Because of the southerners’ op- 
position, a Truman nod to Harri- 
man would be almost sure to split 
the Democratic party. 

As for Vice President Barkley, 
he is the candidate of the Senate 
and not of the White House. Tru- 
man does not much love Barkley 
despite the faithful service Bark- 
ley has given to him, yet Barkley 
is a vigorous campaigner. He 
would unite the party instead-of 
dividing it. He has a surprising 
oe of hidden northern sup- 


port. 

The objection to him, both in 
the eyes of Truman and of the 
party in general, is simply his 
age. Because the Vice President 
is 74 years old, he looks, in- 
evitably, like a caretaker can- 
didate, and since Truman and 
most other Democrats now think 
the party can win against Eisen- 
hower, a caretaker candidate is 
not a tempting candidate. 

If all goes as now planned, the 
President will weigh three pros 
and cons until the appropriate 
time (unless he has already made 
his decision). Then, when the 
right time comes, either Harriman 
or Barkley will benefit by the 
laying on of hands. 

If Barkley is the choice, the 
laying on of hands can easily be 
enough to put him over. If Harri- 
man is chosen, the outcome will 
be more doubtful, because of the 
Southerners, 


bitter speech Barkley made at- 
tacking Roosevelt’s veto of the 
1944 tax bill. The Kentucky 
mountaineer that lurks in Bark- | 
ley’s soul flared to the surface -in 
a vitriolic denunciation of F.D.R., 
the man whose program he was 
supposed to uphold. Naturally, 
this cooled relations between 
Barkley and F.D.R. 

Roosevelt had secured Bark- 
ley’s appointment as majority 
leader after a battle with Senator 
Pat Harrison of Mississippi—a 
battle between the southern con- 
servative forces within the party 
and the New Deal. Barkley, a pro- 
gressive, won by a single vote. 
That vote was cast by Senator 
Dieterich of Illinois, who switched 
from Harrison to Barkley after 
F.D.R. pressured Mayor Ed Kelly 
of Chicago, chief controller of 
Dieterich’s re-election. 

Having secured Barkley’s elec- 
tion as majority leader, and hav- 
ing campaigned the length of 
Kentucky when Barkley faced a 
tough re-election fight from 
Happy Chandler, F. D. R. was 
miffed.

HANDICAPS—tThere are some 
weak spots in Barkley’s political 
armor which the Republicans 
would be sure to aim at if he got 
the nomination. One is the fact 
that his son worked for the Gars- 
sons, who, with Congressman 
Andy May of Kentucky, were 
convicted of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment on war contracts. Bark- 
ley’s son was not involved. How- 
ever, the Garssons unquestionably 
hired young Barkley to help get 
the inside track arour.d Washing- 
ton. 
The Veep’s son-in-law, Max 
Truitt, also might cause Barkley 
some embarrassment. Truitt has 
represented the three top dicta- 
tors outside Russia—Trujillo of 
the Dominican Republic, Franco 
of Spain and Peron of Argentina.

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Jurisdictional Strike Ban 

No form of labor dispute is more resented by 
non-participants than the jurisdictional strike; 
and no work stoppage is more difficult to justify. 
For example, a contractor who is perfectly will- 
ing to employ union labor exclusively is frus- 
trated—and unjustifiably frustrated—when two 
craft unions deadlock over which of them is to 
have jurisdiction over a given part of a con- 
struction job. Naturally, the individual, or the 
corporation, for whom the building is being put 
up is equally aggrieved. | 

So it is good news that the presidents of 19 
American Federation of Labor building trades 
unions have announced a new program for 
stamping out these annoying strikes. Henceforth 
any of their 12,500 locals will have its charter 
revoked if it draws picket lines around a job 
involved in a jurisdictional dispute. Also any 
Building and Construction Trades Council will 
lose its charter if it authorizes such picketing. 


This stern penalty supplements the creation 
three years ago of the National Joint Board for 
the Settlement of Jurisdictional Disputes, an in- 
dustry-union board headed by Prof. John P. 
Dunlap of Harvard. Locals are supposed to sub- 
mit jurisdictional differences to this board and 
refrain from strike action until it has studied 
the case. 

The joint board has materially reduced the 
number of jurisdictional strikes. But it has not 
eliminated them. A major example in this area 
was the work stoppage at the new atomic energy 
plant at Paducah, Ky. Jurisdictional strikes, es- 
pecially in the building trades, have been so per- 
sistent that one hesitates to be overly optimistic 
about any move to end them. Even the Execu- 
tive Board of the AFL has been unable to cope 
with some of them. But the threat of charter 
revocation may be the long-sought antidote. 


Locals certainly will accept it as such if their 
members stop to consider the loss of public re- 
gard which the labor movement has suffered 
because of jurisdictional strikes. 
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Tale of Two Cities 


With the appropriate flags, bands and speeches, 
New York has just opened its reconstructed 
Battery Park. At the tip of Manhattan Island, 
the park is the most conspicuous as well as the 
most historic point on the city’s waterfront. 

There the first white man, Giovanni de Ver- 
razano, stepped ashore in 1524 by command of 
Francis I to “put the French Royal Seal upon 
lands and harbors and rivers not already claimed 
by the Spanish Crown.” And there thousands 
of visitors come for their first glimpse of New 
York’s great harbor. No wonder the Battery 
area is called “the gate to New York.” And no 
wonder that the park, which had been closed 
for a number of years in connection with the 
construction of the new Battery-Brooklyn Tun- 
nel, has been redesigned and reopened. 

St. Louis has a rather similar strip of land 
along its waterfront. The first settlers landed 
here, and much of the city’s history centered 
in the area which is still graced by those two 
architectural gems of earlier days, the Old 
Cathedral and the Old Courthouse. Quite prop- 
erly, this area has not been called merely “the 
gate to St. Louis” but “the Gateway to the 
West.” Indeed, it has been deemed important 
enough to be put under the supervision of the 
National Park Service. 

But there has been a very marked difference 
in the treatment of these two pieces of land, 
the one at the tip of Manhattan Island, the other 
on our downtown riverfront. True, plans were 
made for both. But the New York plans ma- 
terialized. The St. Louis plans are for the most 
part just blueprints. Shall it be said that New 
York gets things done while St. Louis only stut- 
ters and mutters and putters? 
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Baltimore Parks Its Autos 

Baltimore is creating off-street parking facili- 
ties in its downtown business district with a 
vigor that St. Louisans surely will envy. 

Aided by the loan of public funds, private op- 
erators in the last three years have completed 
13 garages with spaces for 2500 cars. And they 
confidently expect that capacity to be more 
than doubled when current construction and 
definite plans are completed. Surprisingly other 
private operators on their own have built addi- 
tional garages with 2100 parking spaces. 

A bill enabling St. Louis to make use of its 
authority to develop off-street facilities is pend- 
ing in the Board of Aldermen. It could lead to 
a clearing of the legal roadblocks that have held 
up such a program here and—happy day—the 
development of $500,000 in off-street facilities 
that would pay. for themselves. Meantime, 
though, private operators here who have been 
fighting municipal operation of parking relief 
might exhibit a sample of the enterprise that 
they preach with such burning emotion. 
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And We Quote 


One of the most famous quotations that never 
got said received quite a workout at the Re- 
publican national convention in Chicago. No 
fewer than three speakers referred to the words 
which Frank R. Kent and Arthur Krock at- 
tributed—falsely, as Robert E. Sherwood wrote 
in “Roosevelt and Hopkins”—to Harry Hopkins 
in 1938. 

An anonymous ‘source, whom Sherwood re- 
vealed to have been Max Gordon, a New York 
theatrical producer, was quoted by the news- 
papermen as having said Hopkins made the now 
famous remark at a race track. Hopkins denied 
“the whole works and the whole implication of 
it.” Gordon admitted Hopkins didn’t say it, but 
declared “That's what he meant.” Anyhow, the 
fatherless quotation is as lively now as it was 14 
years ago among anti-New Dealers, who allege 
that the soul of the New Deal is summed up in 
it: “We shall tax and tax, and spend and spend, 
and elect and elect.” 

At the Republican convention just ended in 
Chicago, Gen. MacArthur first referred to the 
quotation. “... The people...” he said, “... 
witness . . . only a ceaseless effort to spend 
and spend, to tax and tax, only a callous in- 
difference to mounting disclosures of graft 
and corruption and waste in the public admin- 
istration.” Notice any difference there? The 
General left off those ugly words, “elect and 
elect.” , 

Next, former President Herbert Hoover made 
use of the quotation. “Within the years since 
victory,” he said, “we will have seen tax-and- 


tax—spend-and-spend reach a fantastic total 


greater than in all the previous 170 years of 
our republic.” Again those horrid syllables 
“elect and elect” were omitted. 


Finally, Representative Joseph W. Martin, per- 


manent chairman of the convention, said of the

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Opposition for Senator McCarthy 

It looked for a long time as if no one in Wis- 
consin wanted to tangle at the polls with Sena- 
tor Joseph R. McCarthy. Now there are at least 
three who would like to take him on. Two are 
Democrats, one is a Republican. 


The Republican who will give G.O.P. voters 
an alternative in their primary is Leonard F. 


Schmitt, a hard-hitting, free-swinging’ lawyer. 


Schmitt ran against Walter J. Kohler for the 
nomination for Governor two years ago. He lost, 
but in the process he made 345 speeches and 


campaigned throughout the state. He will go to 


the voters as no stranger. 


Two Democrats ask the right to oppose Mc- 
Carthy in November—Henry Reuss, 41-year-old 
Milwaukee lawyer, and Thomas E. Fairchild 
who was the Democratic nominee against Wie 
consin’s senior Senator, Alexander Wiley, two 
years ago. 

Both Schmitt and Reuss are of German‘ descent 
and the latter campaigned throughout much of 
the state this year, frequently speaking to Ger- 
man-language groups in their old world tongue. 
Reuss is a veteran of World War II and so is 
Schmitt, so either should be able to cancel out 
any appeal McCarthy has to veterans. 

Schmitt indeed says that he did what Mc- 
Carthy did not do: Enlist as a private and win 
his commission on the basis of service. He is 
willing to put his tank-destroyer service in Italy 
up against McCarthy’s somewhat clouded “rec- 
ord” in the Pacific. Church affiliation will be 
neither handicap nor advantage since McCarthy 
and Schmitt both are Roman Catholics. 

Fairchild’s entry into the campaign last week 
means that Democrats cannot enter the Republi- 
can primary to vote against McCarthy—and as 
many ag 100,000 might have done so—without 
ignoring the Reuss-Fairchild test. This has the 
effect of taking independent votes away from 
Schmitt in the primary. But the Democratic pri- 
mary contest may only tone up the party for 
November. 

If the decision were left to the rest of the 
country, it would be simple. McCarthy would be 
retired in the Republican primary to make sure 
that he would not be hanging around for possi- 
ble re-election as an Eisenhower coat-tail rider. 
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Correct But Cool 
The United States has sent a new Ambassador, 
Albert Nufer, to Argentina. This career diplo- 
mat is expected to follow a policy of “correct 
but cool” toward the land of Peron, where his 
reception was as cool as the Argentine winter. 


Such is the chill outcome of a policy of blow- 
ing hot and cold on Argentina for a decade. And 
none of the floundering extremes adopted by 
Washington in the past had any notable effect 
on Argentina's growing totalitarianism and un- 
friendliness. 

Former Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles tried to apply the Good Neighbor policy, 
and held fast to non-intervention. This policy 
was changed in World War II, when Argentina 
was overly friendly with the Axis. 


Secretary of State Cordell Hull and Assistant 
Secretary Spruille Braden tried sharp criticism 
and withholding military and economic aid. De- 
nunciations ran hot and heavy between Braden 
and Peron, who used American criticism to 
build up anti-American feeling. 


A while after the war the United States 
switched to blandishment, by words and loans, 
even to arranging a $125,000,000 credit for Ar- 
gentina. This did not work, either. Argentina's 
solvency continued to decline while her hostility 
grew. This was dramatized by the seizure of the 
great newspaper, La Prensa. 

The record carries an instruction in diploma- 
cy. Intervention in a sister republic is, as Mr. 
Welles predicted, a way to invite hatred. Nor is 
it a simple matter to try to woo or buy the 
good will of a hostile dictatorship. 

So matters stand now, in-between the ex- 
tremes, and correct-but-cool. It is the only prac- 
tical policy. There is a limit to the influence of 
American diplomacy,.and nobody should expect 
the State Department to make Juan Peron 
change his stripes. 
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A Credit to Congressman Price 

Representative Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
is high on the list of those who deserve credit 
for the enactment of legislation to give federal 
mine inspectors the authority to close unsafe 
mines. 

Mr. Price took up the cause of mine safety at 
the time of the Centralia disaster in 1947 and 
stayed with it in session and out until Congress 
at last acted just before its adjournment for the 
conventions. He wanted a stronger bill than the 
one which passed, but his stand is in large part 
responsible for the fact that the legislation is 
as strong as it is. 

This is an item in Congressman Price’s record 
which he can put before his Madison and St. 
Clair county constituents with pride this Novem- 
ber when he seeks his fifth two-year term. 
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Anyone’s Killing 

It might have been anyone, instead of 18-year- 
old Eileen Fahey, who was shot to death by Bay- 
ard Peakes. This 29-year-old son of a retired 
lumber dealer in Maine appears to have been a 
potential death menace to everybody, including 
strangers like Miss Fahey, since he was dis- 
charged from the United States armed forces 
seven years ago. 

Sheriff Harold E. True said the youth was 
“cracked-up” when he returned from the war. 
Peakes said he was discharged for psychosis, 
with a diagnosis of dementia praecox. Delusions 
sometimes accompany dementia praecox, and it 
was under a delusion of having suffered an in- 
justice at the hands of Columbia University that 
Peakes walked into an office on Morningside 
Heights in New York City and shot the first 
person he ran across. 

The tragedy of Eileen Fahey'’s death is that 
s0 many people for so many years did nothing 
to prevent a young man of demonstratedly un- 
stable tendencies from. costing. another's life.

Adlai E. Stevenson, the Democratic Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, it now appears, is the 
man the Republicans Will have to beat if 
their nominee is to win this year’s presi- 
dential election. 

But the country, generally, is unac- 
quainted with Gov. Stevenson. As little as 
six months ago-he was scarcely mentioned 
as a presidential possibility. Yet he has ex- 

_pressed himself on most issues before the 
country. In his own words, this is how the 
‘Governor stands on those issues: 


Government and 
business: “I don’t 
like doles. I don’t 
like subsidies. I don’t 
like any interference 
with free markets, 
free men and free 
enterprise. I like 
‘freedom to succeed 
or to fail. But I 
also know that there 
can be no real free- 
dom without eco- 
nomic justice, social 
justice, equality of

And I know that there 
is little the man on the assembly line or 
the plow can do to affect the chain of 
events which may close his factory or 
foreclose his mortgage.”

On Loyalty Inquisitions 


The welfare state: “Government, through 
its public assistance and social-welfare pro- 
grams, should seek to enhance but not to 
supplant the duty of the individual and 
the family to provide for their own health 
and welfare.” 


Big and little government: “I do not 
identify big government with good gov- 
ernment. .*. . I think government should 
be as small in scope and as local in char- 
acter as possible. But it is the job that 
needs doing that must shape and delimit 
the-area of governmental activity.” 


Loyalty investigations: “Does anyone 
seriously think that a real traitor will hesi- 
tate to sign a loyalty oath? Of course not. 
Really dangerous subversives and sabo- 
teurs will be caught by careful, constant 
professional investigation, not by pieces of 
paper. 

“ . . . We cannot afford to make public 
employes vulnerable to malicious charges 
of disloyalty. . . . The whole notion of 
loyalty inquisitions is a natural character- 
istic of the police state, not of democracy.”

The People Behind Bars 


ARE PRISONS NECESSARY? by Joseph 6. Wilson, 
M.D. (Dorrance and Co., 313 pgs., $3.) 


PRISONERS ARE PEOPLE, by Kenyon J. Scudder. 

(Doubleday and Co., 286 pgs., $3.) . 

The title of the first listed of these two 
books indicates the question that both au- 
thors deal with in their books. Dr. Wilson, 
formerly a prison psychiatrist, poses the 
problem facing penology in its historical . 
setting, discusses the special problem of | 
how men and women are affected by im- 
prisonment, and draws his conclusions. 
Dr. Wilson’s conclusions aptly point 
toward the subject matter of Mr. Scudder’s .. 
book which could well be subtitled the 
theory of modern penology in practice. 


Dr. Wilson compares the classical theory . 
of punishment, in which the subjectivity | 


of the criminal is measured by the objec ;: 


tivity of his act, with the modern theory 
of the positivist school which “subscribes — 
to the philosophy of determinism.” The 
latter holds that “no one is truly respon- 
sible for the particular act or deed which 
he commits, but that such act or deed has 
been predetermined either by his socio- 
economic environment, or by his inherent 
mental characteristics, or a combination of 
both of these factors.” Punishment should 
therefore be directed solely to changing 
the environment of the man and correct- 
ing his abnormal mental attitudes. The 
idea of expiation, retribution and re- 
venge does not enter into the positivist 
conception. ' 
A few chapter headings from Dr. Wil- 
son’s book should indicate some of the 
contents: “Stone Walls Do Not a Prison 
Make,” “Killing Time While Doing Time,” 
“Letters That Prisoners Write,” “The 
Lumbar Plexu8 Urges of Women in 
Prison,” “Homosexual Life Among Women - 
in Prison,” “Babies in Prison.” 


After all is said and done, Dr. Wilson ~ 
finds himself concluding that “about 65 
per cent of our present prison population - 
could be treated just as well on probation 
as in prison, that approximately 15 per 
cent should be locked up permanently in 
farm colonies or mental hospitals for the ~ 
psychopaths, that if we still retain capital 
punishment at all we should extend it to 
take in about 5 per cent or maybe 10 
per cent of adult convicts of the male 
sex, and that the remaining 10 to 15 per 
cent could be punished adequately by the 
ridicule and disapproval of their acts by 
being exposed for a specified number - 
of times in a public place with an appro- . 
priate cbnoxious label pinned upon their 
breasts.” Dr. Wilson supposes that we | 
cannot immediately discard prisons with 
nothing to replace them but we must “dis- 
abuse our minds of the delusion that they 
have any reformatory value” and “we . 
should diligently search for a less ex- 
pensive and surer way to protect society.” —

Gov. Stevenson’s Position. 


For a while a Democrat, par-

To a man who realized this,

Too Prosperous to Rebel. 


Here is the great disability 
which the Republicans as a na- 
tional party have to overcome.

They have 
to choose new men to exercise 
the power which was organized 
by Roosevelt and inherited from 
him by Truman. 

The succession from Truman is 
not an easy one to arrange. For 
Truman now dominates and at

The country is 
much too prosperous to be inter- 
ested in the kind of ,counter-revo- 
lution against the past 20 years 
which the romanticists of the Re- 
publican Old Guard were still 
dreaming about last week. 

The kind of change which is 
most likely to be popular is one 
which, in addition to bringing in 
new faces, seems certain to con- 
serve the gains of the masses of 
the people as against waste and 
corruption, as, against the threat 
of inflation, and above all against 
the threat of war and of more 
disaster abroad. 


WJ. DONNELLY NAMED 
U.S. CHIEF IN GERMANY 


McCloy—L. E. Thompson 
Jr. to Austria.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
President Truman today named 
career diplomat Walter J. Don- 
nelly as United States high com- 
missioner for Germany. 

At the same time Llewellyn E. 
Thompson Jr. was appointed to 
succeed Donnelly as American 
Ambassador and high commis- 
sioner for Austria. Also a career 
diplomat, Thompson has been 
minister-counselor at Rome for 
the past two years. 

Donnelly succeeds John J. Mc- 
Cloy, who is retiring for personal 
reasons after three years’ service, 
climaxed by the new peace con- 
tract and other treaties aimed at 
lining up West Germany with the 
west. 


McCloy’s resignation becomes 
effective July 31 and Donnelly is 
expected to assume his new duties 
at that time. McCloy is expected 
to return to the capital for con- 
sultation around July 28. 

An announcement said Truman 
regretfully accepted McCloy’s de- 
cision to quit and “expressed his 
great personal appreciation for 
the outstanding contribution Mr. 
McCloy has made in bringing the 
Federal Republic of Germany into 
the family of free nations and in 
the development of friendly re- 
lations between the United States 
and the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many.” 

Donnelly is expected to become 
the first postwar American Am- 
bassador to Germany when the 
new peace contract comes into 
effect,

Headquarters Opened for 
Woman Leader, Setting Pre- 
cedent in Political History. 


CHICAGO, July 18 (AP)—For 
the first time im the history of a 
major political party formal cam- 
paign headquarters — complete 
with American flag, portraits, 
badges, workers and a water cool- 
er—were opened today for a 
woman candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent. 

She is India Edwards, vice 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and director of 
its women’s division, ~ 

Ordinarily the idea would get 
the brush-off at this stage of fem- 
inine political development—ex- 
cept that Mrs. Edwards is quite a 
vocal figure in the party. 

In the Conrad Hilton Hotel, 
there are presidential campaign 
headquarters for Russell, Kerr, 
Harriman, Kefauver and others— 
and now as one steps off the ele- 
vator on the third floor there is 
a big placard: “Headquarters for 
India Edwards for Vice Presi- 
dent.” 

Mrs. Jennie O’Hern of Mo- 
bridge, S.D., and Mrs. Frances G. 
Satterfield, Atlanta, Ga., opened 
the office and tacked up the por- 
traits of their candidate. 

They plan a formal opening 
later. Even now there is action. 
Volunteers have come in to do 
typing, get out press releases and 
answer phones. 

The movement in behalf of Mrs. 
Edwards — who has said she 
doesn’t expect to be nominated 
but will campaign if named—was 
started in June in New York by 
a group of prominent Democratic 
women. 

Prominent Backers. 

Former Representative Mary T. 
Norton of New Jersey is chair- 
man of the national group. The 
vice chairman is Julia L. Crews, 
delegate from New York.

The New York Stock Exchange,

SET POSTWAR RECORD 


$2,700,000,000 Put Away in 
First Three Months of 
Year, SEC Reports. 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission reported today that 
individual savings in the first 
three months of the year totaled 
$2,700,000,000 — the highest 
amount for the first quarter of 
any year since World War II. 


The SEC vstimates apply to sav- 
ings in currency and bank de- 
posits, in savings and loan as- 
sociations, private and Govern- 
ment insurance, securities, and 
the repayment of mortgage and 
other consumer debt. 

The SEC said that in the first 
quarter individuals made net pur- 
chases of securities amounting to 
$2,100,000,000. It said they added 
$2,200,000,000 to their equity in 
insurance and $700,000,000 to. 
their equity in savings and loan 
associations. 

SEC said individuals repaid 
$1,100,000 of consumer debt. At 
the same time, they ~educed cur- 
rency in bank deposit holdings by 
$2,300,000,000 while increasing 
their mortgage debt by $1,200,- 
000,000. Private insurance in- 
creased by $1,200,000,000.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


FOR YEAR HENCE 


Commerce Department 
and CED to Survey Ef- 
fect of Letup in De- 
fense Output. . 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The Government is launching a 
study of business and employ- 
ment prospects after the peak of 
the defense build-up about 12 
months from now. 

The immediate aim, Secretary 
of Commerce Sawyer said last 
night, is to appraise “potential 
markets for goods and services 
which will be available or may be 
stimulated after the present de- 


fense build-up has been com- 
pleted.” 

The goal behind that, he said, 
is to guide the way to continued 
operation of the United States 
economy at high production lev- 
els. The rearmament program is 
recognized as a major factor in 
American prosperity today. 

Sawyer ordered Commerce De- 
partment economists to get to 
work on the study right away in 
co-operation with the Committee 
for Economic Development, a pri- 
vate business research and plan- 
ning organization. 

Similar to 1943 Study. 

The project will be similar to a 
Commerce Department-CED 
study undertaken in 1943, when 
some economists predicted -that 
after World War II the country 
would be plunged into a depres- 
sion, with heavy unemployment, 
while shifting back to peacetime 
footing. 

Sawyer recalled that the 1943 
study’s conclusions challenged 
many of the dire forecasts of the 
time and proved in the end to be 
substantially accurate, 

“I believe the work now being 
undertaken will produce an equal- 
ly authentic and helpful result,” 
he said. 

Sawyer said the new appraisal 
would be published by next Jan. 
1. Meanwhile, he will provide in- 
formation from time to time “on 
the status of the study and what 
major conclusions are indicated.” 

Defense Peak in Mid-1953. 

Because defense production is 
expected to reach its peak about 
mid-1953, Sawyer said, the econ- 
omists will base their study on 
“probable conditions and prob- 
lems which will exist after that 
date.” 

“With our defense needs met, 
the basic objective of all Ameri- 
cans should be to see to it that 
We are as capable in using our 
‘ economic might for useful peace- 
time pursuits,” Sawyer stated. 

“Tf we provide American busi- 
ness with reliable facts as to what 
the future may hold, there need 
be no doubt as to the outcome. 
Our free enterprise system will 
£0 On to provide an even higher 
standard of living than we now 
enjoy, by maintaining production 
and distribution at their present 
high levels.”

Air Force Can’t Explain 15 Pct. 
Of 1000 Flying Saucer Reports 


Spokesman Says Radar-Equipped Jets Have 
Been Unable to Make Contact 
With Such Objects. 


DAYTON, O., July 18 (AP)—A 
spokesman at nearby Wright-Pat- 
terson Air Force Base says the 
Air Force still has no explanation 
for 15 per cent of about 1000 fly- 
ing saucer reports it has received. 

The Dayton Journal-Herald 
quoted the officer as saying jet 
fighters equipped with radar have 
been scrambling into the sky 
seeking the unidentified objects, 
but have been unable to make 
contact with any “saucer.” 

The newspaper said the officer 
was connected with the Air Force 
headquarters for investigation of 
unidentified aerial objects. He 
said ground radar has tracked 
some unexplainable objects trav- 
eling at speeds between 1500 and 
2000 miles an hour, but added 
there never have been both visual 
and radar sightings of the same 
objects. 

Capt. E. J. Ruppelt, “saucer” 
project officer of the air technical 
intelligence center, said “we are 


firmly convinced the persons 
making these reports actually see 
something in the skies.” 

The Air Force gave this break- 
down of reasons for the sightings: 

Meteors or other heavenly 
bodies—38 per cent; balloons—13 
per cent; birds and aircraft—22 
per cent; hoaxes—2 per cent; too 
nebulous to classify or confirm 
actual sighting—10 per cent, and 
unexplainable—15 per cent. 


Six Dise-Shaped Lighted Objects 
Reported Over Argentina. 

LA PLATA, Argentina, July 18 
(UP)—Residents of nearby Veron- 
ica reported seeing six disc- 
shaped lighted objects in the sky 
last night. 

Eyewitnesses said the objects 
maneuvered in the sky and that 
their shape and movements were 
entirely different from those of 
regular planes. The objects, a blu- 
ish-yellow, remained within sight

passenger fares 10 per cent con- 
stituted the final phase today of 
a public hearing at the Mark 
Twain Hotel. 

The hearing, which has in- 
cluded arguments by spokesmen 
of eastern and southern carriers 
in support of fare increases 
sought by the Missouri Pacific 
and Southern Pacific railroads, is 
conducted by ICC Examiner Au- 
brey T. Palmer. He will base a 
report to the commission on the 
material submitted at the sessions. 

Delbert M. Steiner, chief sta- 
tistical analyst of the Military 
Traffic Service, a representative 
of the Department of Defense, 
testified today that he was of 
opinion that a 10 per cent pas- 
senger fare increase would not 
increase passenger revenue “but 
would rather decrease both the 
carriers’ gross revenue and the 
revenue contribution above the 
carriers out-of-pocket cost.” 

Cites Statistics. 

Steiner, who submitted statis- 
tical material, stated that since 
the last basic 10 per cent in- 
crease in western district fares, 
the volume of passenger traffic 
eventually declined more than 50 
per cent while the business of a 
competitive mode of transporta- 
tion increased more than 50 per 
cent. 

“I would conclude that the basic 
western passenger fares are al- 
ready too high to encourage any 
additional passenger traffic,” 
Steiner said, “and are too high 
to compete with certain other 
modes of passenger transportation 
for the present passenger traffic.” 

The ICC, Steiner said, has al- 
ready recognized the economic 
futility of railroads attempting to 
recover common expenses from 
passenger service. He reached the 
conclusion that a further reduc- 
tion in rail passenger travel 
would follow a fare increase and 
that the additional revenue needs 
of the carriers would have to be 
recovered from the freight ser- 
vice. His testimony was to be 
followed by that of Col. C, Frank 
Snyder, of the Air Force. 

Tells of Deficit. 

Appearing in support of the 
fare increase, R. J, McDermott, 
general passenger traffic man- 
ager of the Missouri Pacific, testi- 
fied late yesterday that despite 
economies and moves to increase 
efficiency “skyrocketing” operat- 
ing costs had contributed to a 
deficit in passenger revenue and 
made an increase necessary. He 
added that the 10 per cent boost, 
if granted, would not overcome 
the deficit. 

McDermott did not agree with 
Steiner that an increase in fare 
would reduce revenue because of 
a resultant decline in patronage. 
He suggested that the road's ter- 
ritory has a potential of increased 
passenger business. 

Referring to the proposed in- 
crease as “inconsequential” from 
the average passenger’s stand- 
point, McDermott said he didn’t 
think it would cause travelers to 
seek other forms of transporta-

U.S. Mediator Says He 
Hopes Contract Pro- 
posal Will Provide Set- 
tlement Basis. 


A new contract proposal being 
drafted today by AFL Teamsters 
Local 632 was looked on as a pos- 
sible key to solution of the stale- 
mate in the 18-day-old truck 
strike. Ralph C, Patterson, Unit- 
ed States conciliator who has 
been meeting with employe and 
employer negotiators, said he 
hoped the new union offer would 
provide a pattern for settlement 
of the dispute. 

A meeting was to be held this 
afternoon at the Melbourne Hotel 
between negotiators for the Mo- 
tor Carriers’ Council and Local 
632, which represents about 1200 
platform workers made idle by 
the strike. A union spokesman 
said all were willing to work but 
had been laid off or prevented 
by pickets from working. 

The stalemate developed yes- 
terday when the council and a 
‘committee of Local 600 broke off 
negotiations covering 1200 of the 
approximately 2400 strikers, after 
each had rejected a proposal by 
the other. 

The rejected management offer, 
made both to Local 600 and Local 
632, would have provided a 3l-cent 
hourly wage incerase in two in- 
stallments—1542 cents immedi- 
ately, and an additional 15% cents 
in the second year of a two-year 
contract. The council also offered 
a 44-hour week for the first year 
and a 40-hour week in the second 

ear. 

Strikers’ representatives have 
offered to return to work for pay 
increases of 30 cents an hour and 
a 40-hour week, for a top wage 
of $1.90 an hour. Under those 
terms, about 250 strikers have re- 
tvrned to work at Ben Gutman 
Truck Service, Inc., and Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. The union is seek- 
ing to sign up additional individu- 
al employers on the same basis, 
The council has rejected the pro- 
posal. 

American Carloading Corp., 
3500 Goodfellow boulevard, an- 
nounced that it had signed an in- 
dividual contract on the union 
terms and would resume full op- 
eration by Monday. About 12 
employes are affected. Union 
spokesmen said three other firms 
had signed contracts but declined 
to identify them. 

The Team & Truck Owners’

employes on strike, has offered 
an increase of 17 cents an hour,

Extolling iAeeertontens. 
N “MY SON JOHN,” at the SHADY OAK and PAGEANT 
THEATERS, Dean Jagger, as a zealous and slightly beery 
American Legionnaire, sings a song to the effect that if you 

don't like your Uncle Sammy, go back to where you came 

from. At the time, in this film put out by 
Director-Writer Leo McCarey to extol Amer- 
icanism, it seems merely a sharp piece of 
character portrayal. But as the theme de- 
velops, it becomes evident that the logic of 
Mr. McCarey and his co-writer, Myles Con- 
nally, as to what constitutes good American- 
ism proceeds on the same puerile level. 

- - This is a story about how a brilliant young intellectual 
(Robert Walker), a Government official, comes home to his 
small town and sneers at and baits his father (Mr. Jagger), 
his mother (Helen Hayes), his parish priest (Frank McHugh) 
and his two brothers in the Marines in Korea, who represent 
all the fundamental virtues of patriotism, good citizenship, 
the solid home life, religion, and the like. 

From this exhibition of bad taste on the young smart- 
aleck’s part, the action jumps to the revelation Walker is sus- 
pected of being a Communist spy and traitor, and is being 
trailed down by an FBI agent (Van Heflin). His mother goes 
mad and he is murdered by Communists after he promises to 
give himself up, but not until he records a speech for the grad- 
uating class of his alma mater, confessing and warning the 
graduates to watch out so the Commies don’t snare ’em. 

As drama, up to the time it falls apart with patent device 
towards the end, this has its merits. As the derisive, con- 
temptuous young man, the late Mr. Walker gave the hest per- 
formance of his career. Miss Hayes, in her first film in 17 
years, puts all of her celebrated power and finesse into her 
scenes to make ‘them realistic enough. Jagger gives a good 
character portrayal of a plodding, slow-thinking, simple and 
sincerely bigoted father. 

The film fails by pversinaplification. the very obviousness, 
even crudeness, of its thinking. It in effect brands any intel- 
lectual a Communist per se, Connolly wrote somewhere re- 
cently that he was fighting the good fight for the absolute 
truths, for the essence of Americanism. Of course great minds 
have differed for centuries on what are these truths, and the 
right of difference of opinion is one of the mainstays of our 
freedom, but Connolly has obligingly defined and packaged 
them all neatly in a bundle> stacked his dramatic cards, and 
set up a straw man as the foil. No shades or subtleties of 
opinion -allowed. Anybody who smiles at the callowness of 
Jagger’s ditty is guilty of un-Americanism. In the McCarey- 
Connolly book anyone whose conception of Americanism isn’t 
fully embodied in a Legion slogan or a few trite and pious 
bromides is under dark suspicion of being another Alger Hiss, 
so watch what you say. 

Walker, incidentally, died a few days before the film was 
finished, but after he had recorded the closing speech. Doubles 
in long shots and clippings from other fflms were used to 
piece in the remaining takes involving him. I suspect the 
rather awkward plot mechanics of the denouement were made 
necessary by -his death.

HE housekeeper wiih years of 

experience behind: her. every 

once tn a while gives a little 
private thanks to the inventors 
who have been constantly improv- 
ing household equipment. Per- 
haps she thinks about this often- 
est when she is working in her 
modern kitchen. 

Take the refrigerator, for in- 
stance. She can pretty well di- 
vide her life in cycles, according 
to the replacements that she has 
made. Perhaps her experience 
began with the icebox that was 
originally just what its name im- 
plies. Insulation was not too good 
and that pan that caught the drip- 
pings always seemed to be too 
small, Then came the more mod- 
erti refrigerator with good insu- 
lation and a drain to carry off 
the drippings. She welcomed the 
first automatic refrigerators, even 
if they seldom manufactured 
enough ice quickly to meet her 
needs. 

The later models have much 
larger freezing compartments and 
many of them are large enough 
to store some frozen foods. I was 
quite satisfied with mine until 
I recently indulged in the pur- 
chase of the very latest type with 
a large and separate compartment 
that holds about 45 pounds. 

It has been a joy to keep it 
stocked with all sorts of frozen 
foods and to even freeze a chick- 
en, that came as a gift and could 
not be used immediately. It is no 
problem now when an impromptu 
meal is planned at the last min- 
ute when friends drop in. It is 
merely a choice among chicken, 
fish, vegetables and fruits. Car- 
tons of ice cream can always be 
on hand to use as quick dessert. 

The salad greens keep fresh 
and. crisp in the hydrators for 
which temperature is especially 
adapted. The main portion. has 
a moisture control that prevents 


-the drying of foods stored on the 


shelves. These, by the way, are 
on rollers and, for this resaon, 
leftovers are the more likely to 
be used promptly. 

One of the best features is that 
defrosting is no problem. Once 
in o long time, accumulated ice 
must be scraped from the freez- 
ing compartment. If you are 
lucky enough to have a new re- 
frigerator, don’t forget, however, 
that it is as important as ever to 
keep the shelves absolutely clean. 
No automatic device has or ever 
will be invented to take care of 
spilled food. 


‘Orange Cream Sherbert. 

Three-fourths cup sugar, three- 
fourths cup water, one orange 
rind, one and one-half cups 
orange juice, one tablespoon lem- 
on juice, one-half cup light cream. 

Combine sugar, water and 


orange rind. Bring to a boil and - 


boil gently 10 minutes. Remove 
orange rind. Cool and add fruit 
juice. Pour into freezing tray. 
When frozen, scrape frozen mix- 
ture into bowl and beat until 
smooth. Stir in cream. Return 
mixture to freezing tray and 


freeze until solid. Yield: six strv- 


ings. 
Frozen Cream Cake. 

One-half pint heavy cream, two 
cups coarse cake crumbs, one- 
fourth cup chopped nuts, vanilla, 
almond or lemon flavoring. 

Whip cream and fold in re- 
maining ingredients. Pour in 
freezing tray and freeze without 
stirring. Cut into slices and 
serve with any fruit sauce de- 
sired. Yield: four to five serv- 
ings.

PHILADELPHIA, July 18. 

DECADE spent by a Catholic 

A priest telling unions and 

management how to get along 

with each other has resulted in 
significant achievements here. 

The nation generally learned 
about him for the first time 
several months ago when news 
dispatches told how the 56-year- 
old Rev. Dennis J. Comey, “un- 
official boss” of the waterfront 
of the Port of Philadelphia, had 
ordered striking longshoremen 
back to their jobs. 

“You will get justice, no more, 
no less,” he told a group of 125 
longshoremen. “If you get more, 
it will be because I am wrong, as 
I sometimes am: I am_ not. in- 
terested in the union, or in the 
shipowners, or their agents. I am 
interested only in, one thing— 
good labor relations. 

“I wish I could tell you that 
you are right. I cannot, because 
you are wrong in this work stop- 
page. I will not be a party to 
any conniving. Yesterday I told 
the Marine Trade Association 
(shipowners and their agents) the 
same thing. There will be no 
monkey business on the water- 
front. I am now ordering yau 
men to return to work.” 

For a few seconds, they stood 
silently. Then they slowly walked 
back to their jobs of unloading 
a cargo of sugar. Father Comey 
then drove down to a hiring hall 
where he again explained his po- 
sition to some 1200 of the port’s 
4000 longshoremen. 

Then something happened that 
hadn’t happened in two previous 
strikes earlier this year. The 
brawny, taciturn men broke out 
into cheers for a man whose back- 
ground entitles him to teach 
theology in any Catholic school 
in the world. 

It was by virtue of a reputation 
of unquestioned impartiality and 
fairness that Father Comey stood 
there in such a powerful role and 
the longshoremen obeyed his 
order. They and the shipowners 
both know him to be an untiring 
battler for industrial harmony 
whose zeal has led him to train 
thousands in recent years to be 
better workers and employers. 

hat was why the union asked 
and got, with full approval of the 
ship owners and their agents, the 
voluntary services of the Jesuit 
priest as final and binding arbiter 
when a joint management and 
union arbitration committee is 
deadlocked. 

It was a singular tribute to the 
oldest of 13 children of a day- 
laborer, whose zeal to promote 
industrial harmony was aroused 
one day in 1910 when his father 
came home, fired summarily from 
his job for unionizing activities. 

Father Comey had long be- 
lieved that the only answer to 
labor and management relations 
lies in a new series of values sup- 
ported by both sides, and the 
training of men in them. He 

thinks that this country has put 
so much stress on the individual 
that it loses sight of another phase 
of man—the social. There should 
be a toning down of the extreme- 
ly individualistic spirit and the 
building up of the social tendency 
inherent in all men. Somehow, 
he reasoned, there must be a bal- 
ance of the two. He further be- 
lieves that clashes between capi- 
tal and labor are due to the “mis- 
taken” idea of freedom held by 
both—that there is no such thing 
in the absolute sense among men. 
Freedom is limited by social ob- 
ligation, Father Comey says. 

In 1943, after serving six years 
as president of St. Peter’s College 
in Jersey City, N.J., Father Comey 
came to St. Joseph’s College in 
Philadelphia, his home town. At 
St. Joseph’s, a Jesuit school with 
an enrollment of about 1200, he 
put. his ideas on labor and man- 
agement into concrete form. He 
opened the Institute of Industrial 
Relations. 

The institute, said Father 
Comey brusquely, was to be 
neither a labor nor management 
school. “It will be a program of 
study designed to equip interested 
men and women, whether employ- 
ers or employes, to handle with 
delicacy and judgment the knot- 
tier problems of labor-manage- 
ment relations.” 

Experts in various subjects, 
such as public relations, law, psy- 
chology, argumentation and de- 
bate, offered their services free 
to the priest. Aside from a $2 
registration fee, there was not, 
and still isn’t, any fee charged to 
students. 

There was one other stipulation 
made by the vigorous priest. “We 
aren’t going to dragoon anybody 
into these classes. We want them 
to come here because they want 
to become better representatives 
of unions and employers.. We 
want them to come so long as 
they’re interested and when 
they’re not we don’t want ‘em.” 

They came—timidly, at first—

While Father Comey 
peppered them with ethics, the

panel discussion. 


“There had been labor schools 
before,” Father Comey said, light- 
ing up a fresh cigarette, “but I 
think the Institute was the first 
where labor and management 
studied together in the same class- 
room.” 
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OT through any fault of the

counteract any such tendencies, 
he sends a weekly news letter to 
all wives of the students.

He calls it an “in- 
trinsically weak solution,” and 
puts all his cards on collective 
bargaining. 

“Arbitration has value, not so 
much for settling a dispute, but 
more emphatically because an 


ATARACTS are so common 
they could almost be called 

normal. In fact, some eye doc- 
tors claim that everyone who lives 
long enough will have a cataract 
or two. 


Cataracts occur in the eye and 
not on the eye surface. Your eye 
is constructed very much like an 
ordinary camera, with the round 
hole of the pupil opening and 
closing like a diaphragm stop. 
The eye lens is just behind the 
pupil. Any lessening of the clear 
transparency of the lens is called 
a cataract. If much of the lens 
is not clear, especially in the cen- 
ter, your vision becomes worse. 
The clear lens becomes a cloudy 
curtain, 
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THERE ARE several varieties 
of cataracts. The commonest oc- 
curs in people older than 40 years. 
It comes on because of the nature 
of the center part of the lens. 
Normally, it doesn’t get its food 
supply directly. Thus its cells are 
not replaced and they become the 
oldest part of the lens. These 
aged central cells are more likely 
to wither from malnourishment or 
injury than are the younger edges 
of the lens. 

When anything happens to the 
clear tissues of the lens, it loses 
its clearness. Such cloudiness is 
a cataract. Once it begins, noth- 
ing can stop the lens from-cloud- 
ing still more. There is no chem- 
ical or electrical treatment known 
which will make a cloudy lens, a 
cataract, clear up. 

Unless it is due to an injury, 
the common central cataract de- 
velops slowly over’ several years. 
You may not notice any trouble 
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with your vision until the cataract 
is nearly fully developed. It can 
occur in one or both eyes. 

Its treatment is simple in the 
hands of skilled doctors. The 
cloudy lens is surgically removed. 
This is one of the oldest opera- 
tions .in history. It has been 
brought to a high state of per- 
fection, with a recent improve- 
ment added. 
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CATARACTS are not usually 
taken out until there is real les- 
sening of vision which can’t be 
corrected with eyeglasses. If one 
eye has a cataract and the other 
doesn’t, the operation may be de- 
layed until the cataract is fully 
developed. 

After a cataract is removed, a 
powerful eyeglass lens is worn. 
Sight is not perfect. It doesn’t 
quite match the vision from the 
other eye. What you see through 
the eye from which the cataract 
was removed is a larger image 
than from the normal eye. This 
makes it easier to read the fine 
print in contracts. 


British doctors have devised 
what may be a sensational im- 
provement in cataract operations. 
They replace the cloudy natural 
lens with a plastic one inside the 
eye. The thickness and curvature 
can't be changed to accommodate 
to near and far vision, but the 
new lens does make possible bet- 
ter binocular vision. That is, both 
eyes see the same-sized image. 

The British doctors had to find 
a plastic which would not injure 
the eye or be injured by its 
juices. This they were able to do. 
They have now found out what 
size and shape to make this lens 
substitute for the best -results, 

This is not yet a generally 
available procedure. If it works 
out satisfactorily, it will prob- 
ably be widely adopted in the 
United States.

He recalls what he 
told a group of deadlocked nego- 
tiators in a Trenton (N.J.) wire 
works who were stymied over 
five individual cases: 

“I.am certain if you men dis- 
cussing these problems would do 
so with courage and honesty they 
would be solved. Instead, you 
ask me, a perfect stranger, to 
help. You are going to tell me 
all your business because I am 
going to make you. After that, 
I will tell you what you your- 
selves should have done at the 
outset.” 

The negotiators immediately 
withdrew three of the five cases. 

Another time, the union and 
management of a steel company 
were deadlocked over the return 
to his job of an employe who had

been arrested on a charge of be- 
ing a numbers writer. The com- 
pany had a clause forbidding, 
among other things, gambling. 


Each side was reluctant to call 
in the police officers who had 
made the arrest because each 
thought the other had influenced 
the officers. Over the wunion’s 
objections, Father Comey called 
in the officers. They reported 
the man innocent and thereby, to 
its surprise, found for the union. 


“The whole thing was ridicu- 
lous,” says Father Comey, “but 
those are the things you get into 
by not having good trained men 
on both sides.” 


However, Father Comey be- 
lieves recent years have seen a 
tremendous improvement in labor 
relations. 


“We're halfway through a revo- 
lution, as a matter of fact,” he 
says. “We have abjured violence. 
But we haven’t made a success of 


collective bargaining, because we 


need more experience in how to 
bargain.” 

He also believes that the “old- 
fashioned, high-handed arbitrary 
employer has become a museum 
piece. The employer of today 
would be the first one to assert 
it, too. The employer of today 
is convinced that human values: 
are the key to the issues in our 
industrial living.” 


Contract 
Bridge

N THE 22 articles on point- 
| counting already presented in 

this column, I have set down 
the fundamentals of this method 
of hand-valuation. It goes with- 
out saying that a game as com- 
plex as contract bridge cannot be 
thoroughly covered in a 22-article 
series—nor, for that matter, could 
every facet, including rare bid- 
ding situations, be covered in a 
series 10 times as long. 


Facility at valuing your own 
hand and the partnership’s com- 
bined hand by the point-count 
method will come only from prac- 
tice. It is vital, however, for 
players to take shortcuts so as 
not to burden their minds (and 
hold up the game) with the piece- 
meal addition of one’s and two’s, 
three’s and four’s. It will save a 
great deal of time, and release 
the mind for more important 
duties, if players learn to count 
hands wholesale, so to speak. 


When picking up such a hand as 
4AK74

it is far more sensible to look 
upon the A-K of spades as seven 
points, rather than to add four 
and three; and to memorize that 
a K-Q combination (as in hearts) 
counts five points, and a Q-J 
combination, three points, etc. 
Or, if the process better suits 
one’s fancy, the player can make 
an almost instantaneous grouping 
of identical honors—he can men- 
tally tabulate one ace (four), two 
kings (six), three queens (six), 
and one jack Aone), and quickly 
reach the total, 17 points. 

To the best of my knowledge, 
no other writer has mentioned 
that an ethical consideration may 
arise in connection with point- 
counting, but I would be remiss 
if I let it go without a few 
words. Oftentimes, bridge is 
played almost as a social grace, 
among families or close friends, 
and then the ethical considera- 
tion is of no importance, but un- 
der other conditions, and espe- 
cially in duplicate matches and 
tournaments, serious-minded op- 
ponents will not take kindly to 
the idea of a player’s moving his 
lips in an obvious counting proc- 
ess, then passing, on the equally 
obvious conclusion that he had 
close to the required number of 
points but lacked one or two. It 
is unethical for the counter’s 
partner to acquire valuable in- 
formation in any such safe fash- 
ion, and the rebuttal one some- 
times hears (from less-than-ex- 
pert players only), that the same 
information is automatically be- 
stowed on the opponents, is in- 
competent, irrelevant and imma- 
terial.

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to write briefly about four kinds 
of Olympic contests scheduled for 
the present summer. These are 
basketball, soccer, fencing and 
shooting. 

Basketball had its origin in the 
United States, and has been a 
feature three times in past Olym- 
pics. American teams have been 
champions in each case, 
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SOCCER is an early British 
form of football, with several 
changed rules which have been 
adopted duritig the years.
